At your Commission’s July 2006 hearing, your Commission asked that our two citles
participate in a facilitated discussion about the remaining unincorporated islands between
Newpart Beach and Costa Mesa. We appreciated the participation of Commissioners Silva,
Schafer, and Herzog in this effort, as well as the commitment of LAFCO staff and the wail of
Sharon Browning.

As you know, Ms. Browning did not see an outcome to those discussions that could oceur
given a goal of a comprehensive and consensus-based solution to our annexation quastions.

Since that time, our city staffs have met in person and have exchanged some documents and
ideas about how to proceed forward. There may be a favorable outcome in these talks,
especially when the elected officials get involved at a later date. But we think that it is oo
soon to return to LAFCQ in time for your November 2006 meeting.

We respectfully request that the Commission allow us to get through the upcoming elections,
meet again, and return back to you within six months (May of 2007). We will be happy to
direct our staffs to repart back to you at the half-way point (February 2007) with an update on
our progress, if any.

We thank you for your consideration of this matter and look forward to worling with the
Commission in the months ahead.
